Hav in g read y ou r latest n ews release in 
last week’s Freeman , I wan ted to respon d 
withou t u n du e delay becau se of the earth- 
shatterin g importan ce of its con ten t. 
First, 1 shou ld like to than k y ou for the 
v ery defin ite complimen t y ou paid me, by 
ackn owledg in g to the g en eral pu blic y ou r 
fear an d con cern ov er my con tin u in g 
practice of ex posin g the heretofore u n ­ 
reported con sideration s, of g en eral in ­ 
terest to the citizen s of Ulster Cou n ty , 
which con fron t the cou n ty leg islatu re. 
In this reg ard, I ackn owledg e y ou r 
con cern s, especially sin ce y ou , perhaps 
more than an y other member of the Ulster 
Cou n ty Leg islatu re, hav e ev ery rig ht to 
fear pu blic awaren ess of y ou r leg islativ e 
con tribu tion s. In deed, y ou r well-deserv ed 
repu tation within the leg islatu re, I as on e 
who con stan tly complain s, bu t rarely 
con tribu tes, is on e which y ou wou ld like 
to keep from the pu blic at all costs. 
In Ju n e of last y ear, y ou ev en wen t so 
far as to spon sor leg islation which wou ld 
prohibit the pu blic from speakin g at 
leg islativ e meetin g s u n less they secu red 
Mr. Sav ag o's permission 48 hou rs in 
adv an ce of the meetin g , an d ev en then 
prev en tin g them from speakin g on an y 
su bject other than resolu tion s appearin g 
on the ag en da that ev en in g . Was y ou r 
reason for spon sorin g this resolu tion y ou r 
fear that the pu blic mig ht qu estion y ou 
in the presen ce of the press? 
Perhaps if the pu blic en joy ed this rig ht 
they mig ht ask y ou how y ou cou ld ju stify 
v otin g ag ain st the 19 76 cou n ty bu dg et 
an d statin g “I feel that addition al cu ts 
cou ld hav e been made”, in December of 
19 75, an d then v otin g to spen d more than 


$6,000 addition al mon ies on the New 
Paltz pool which had already cost ou r 
tax pay ers almost $300,000, on ly two 
mon ths later. Perhaps they mig ht hav e 
in qu ired how y ou cou ld v ote to spen d 
better than $300,000 on a swimmin g pool 
for New Paltz, bu t v ote ag ain st a Cou n ty 
You th Board which wou ld brin g better 
than $100,000 in aid to Ulster Cou n ty for 
y ou th activ ities at min imal ex pen se to 
the cou n ty . The pu blic mig ht ask y ou how 
y ou cou ld v ote ag ain st raises for cou n ty 
employ es in Febru ary of 19 75, y et v ote for 
raises for departmen t heads in Febru ary 
of 1976. The pu blic mig ht ask y ou how 
y ou cou ld fav or lay in g off better than 100 
employ es in Nov ember of last y ear at the 
same time cast the decidin g v ote ag ain st 
elimin atin g Mr. Cawein ’s u n n ecessary 
position , while assig n in g his fu n ction an d 
staff to an other less costly admin istrativ e 
sou rce. 


While there are so man y other g larin g 
an d u n ex plain ed in con sisten cies in y ou r 
leg islativ e record, su ffice it to say that 
y ou r fear of ex posu re will con tin u e, as I 
hav e n o in ten tion whatev er of chan g in g 
my way s. 
I therefore su g g est that y ou walk the 
y ellow lin e to determin e y ou r most ex pe­ 
dien t cou rse of action . Su rely , shou ld y ou 
decide to resig n from the committee, y ou r 
absen ce will hardly be missed, if y ou r 
con tribu tion wou ld parallel y ou r leg isla­ 
tiv e performan ce so far. 
In the mean time, mig ht I su g g est that 
y ou perform y ou r du ties as chairman of 
the in du strial dev elopmen t committee. 
You r failu re to achiev e an y sig n ifican t 
accomplishmen ts as chairman of this 
most importan t committee, has don e lit­ 
tle to ben efit Ulster Cou n ty ’s flou n derin g 
econ omy . Perhaps, y ou mig ht con sider 
resig n in g from that committee, as well, so 
that some lon g ov erdu e relief mig ht be 
afforded ou r citizen s.

Dear Editor: 
I felt a fin al rebu ttal to the Can dlewood 
Assoc, letter of April 2 (to qu ote an other 
reader, “v ery n asty "), was requ ired in 
defen se of my wife’s character an d 
statem en ts made in her letter of March 
10. 
I wou ld like to make on e poin t clear as 
some people “ hig hly resen t" her accu sin g 
ev ery on e in the Can dlewood Est. area: 
that she was qu ite ex plicit in men tion in g 
area—mean in g an y n eig hbors in v olv ed in 
an d arou n d the Can dlewood area with 
u n chain ed dog s an d / or in v olv ed in deer 
slay in g s. There appears to be a lot of 
assu mption on someon e’s part when 
statem en ts like this area is n ot deer 
m habitated. The n ame of the warden for 
the area is av ailable at requ est, who u rg ed 
a complain t to be issu ed an d whom also 
stated if the dog is cau g ht in the act is 
shot. If y ou fin d his statem en ts "reg ret­ 
table an d hig hly repu g n an t," we’re sorry 
as we don ’t make the laws; the Con serv a­ 
tion Dept. does. 


An other assu mption was implied when 
men tion of approachin g y ou “directly 
abou t her con ern s was in order.” You 
didn ’t check far en ou g h or y ou wou ld 
hav e discov ered that a “Can dlewood" 
n eig hbor, own er of on e respon sible dog , 
was v isited with n o feelin g of hostility . 
Howev er, it wou ld be u n reason able to 
ex pect n u merou s n eig hbors with u n ­ 
chain ed dog s also be v isited. 
A promin en t an d respected residen t of 
Ston e Ridg e pu t it n icely , “if y ou like 
people, y ou keep y ou r dog s at home.” 
Althou g h it can be appreciated, y ou r lov e 
of y ou r pets an d their “reg u lar v isits to 
the v ets,” it’s irrelev an t. It g iv es n o 
con sideration to feces left on others' prop­ 
erty an d the fact we fin d it u n wise to ev en 
leash ou r own pets becau se of the can in e 
popu lation . We hav e boarded an imals in 
the past, an d n o on e cou ld hav e more lov e 
or patien ce with them. I person ally wit­ 
n essed on e of these pets u rin ate on my 
child's ridin g toy while he stood by in 
disbelief. We hav e fou n d, howev er, the 
apathetic attitu de more irritatin g than 
the pets themselv es. 
We realize the tru th hu rts sometimes 
an d if an y thin g is “reg rettable”, it wou ld 
be arriv in g in the n eig hborhood an d 
try in g to open ly ex press withou t resen t­ 
men t, n ot ju st ou r feelin g s on the situ ­ 
ation , bu t man y su rrou n din g n eig hbors’ 
who feel the same. Come on people, talk 
to y ou r other n eig hbors! I wou ld like to 
n ote that I hav e liv ed in this same 
n eig hborhood 10 y ears prev iou s before 
Cg n dlewood was bu ilt an d do resen t the

WASHINGTON - “ It is better,” C. Wrig ht Mills wro te, “ to ta ke 
o ne dime fro m ea ch o f 10 millio n peo ple a t the po int o f a co rpo ra tio n 
tha n $1 0 0 ,0 0 0 ea ch fro m 10 ba nks a t the po int o f a g un. It is a lso sa fer.” 
The bla ck sheet g a ng o n the benches o f the na tio n’s co urtro o ms ha v e 
g enera lly ruled tha t it is to o much tro uble to sto p big co rpo ra tio ns fro m 
stea ling nickels a nd dimes fro m la rg e ho rdes o f sma ll custo mers. 
Ma nufa cturers who co llude to rig prices a g a inst their who lesa lers 
ha v e o cca sio na lly fo und tha t they ha v e to pa y the treble da ma g es 
prescribed fo r such beha v io r under the Cla y to n Act. Judg es a re mo st 
likely to be just when ha v ing to settle a qua rrel between two 
co rpo ra tio ns. But if a bunch o f ba keries co nspire to fix prices so tha t 
they ca n g et a dime mo re per lo a f fro m reta il custo mers, the co urts 
ha v e g enera lly ruled tha t the v ictims o f this kind o f theft ca n’t g et 
their mo ney ba ck, much less treble da ma g es. The rea so n the judg es 
pro ffer is tha t such ca ses a re “ unma na g ea ble.” If y o u stea l fro m the 
rich y o u’ll be punished, if y o u stea l fro m the wo rking peo ple, y o u wo n’t. 
Yet no t ev ery ma n o r wo ma n in a bla ck sheet is la zy , a lco ho lic, 
ig no ra nt o r bia sed. Ev en with the mo st ca reful screening pro cedures 
a g o o d judg e slips o nto the bench no w a nd then, a nd tha t ex pla ins 
the presence o f Federa l Judg e Miles W. Lo rd who superv ised the 
repa y ment o f a lmo st $4 0 millio n to 885,0 0 0 peo ple who , it wa s a lleg ed, 
were o v ercha rg ed by six drug co mpa nies fo r bro a d spectrum a nti­ 
bio tics. There ha s nev er been a ca se like it a nd ma y nev er be a g a in 
since Judg e Lo rd's co nduct lea v es him v ulnera ble to remo v a l o n the 
g ro unds o f g ro ss co mpetence a nd ex cessiv e fa irness. 
In keeping with its tra ditio n o f intermina ble futility , the Federa l 
Tra de Co mmissio n o pened this ca se in 1 953 with a n inquiry into the 
a ntibio tics industry . Fiv e y ea rs la ter it ha d g o tten its a ct sufficiently 
to g ether to a ccuse a number o f drug co mpa nies o f a v a riety o f a nti­ 
co mpetitiv e na ug htinesses. By 1 96 1 a n FTC hea ring ex a miner ex ­ 
o nera ted the defenda nts. 


cem for the rest of the n eig hborhood. 
With a few ex ception s, there has been 
an obv iou s lack of bein g made to feel 
welcome as "n ew” n eig hbors, which by a 
frien dly v isit, u se to be the tradition . If 
these calls had been made it wou ld hav e 
been men tion ed for y ou r better u n der­ 
stan din g of ou r v iewpoin t, the destru ctiv e 
an d costly acts of v an dalism imposed on 
u s lon g before the iden tity of the own ers 
of the property was kn own ; n amely , sig n s 
ripped down , hemlocks destroy ed by mo­ 
torbikes with a bellig eren t comeback “is 
that what they are;” trees lev eled by 
sn owmobiles, an d du rin g con stru ction , 
electric ripped ou t, bike tracks on fresh 
con crete an d plu g g in g of an air v en t 
cau sin g disposal problems. All this, after 
warn in g s from con stru ction person n el. 
Also, we fou n d it difficu lt to ask an y 
qu estion s of iden tity (to be su re respon ­ 
sible person s are approached) as in on e 
in ciden t - the first words an d an swer was 
“it’s n on e of y ou r damn bu sin ess" from 
an immatu re adolescen t. An d recen tly , 
tamperin g with g ov ern men t property , 
n amely the mailbox for person al solic­ 
itation of the Freeman con tain in g v iews 
ex pressed 
in 
their 
editorial. 
Ag ain , 
statemen ts apply on ly to those few n eig h­ 
bors who rev ealed their iden tity with 
repeated attem pts u sin g their children . 
There has been little if an y con sideration 
for ou r priv ate property . Seriou sly , these 
aren '4 the “con dition s” y ou are askin g 
n eig hbors to tolerate. 
Howev er, after all the in frin g emen ts on 
ou r priv acy an d person al property , n on e 
of y ou r children hav e been tu rn ed away 
when their v isit was for a frien dly cau se, 
sellin g etc. This is u n derstood an d ap­ 
preciated. As we hav e alway s tried to 
prev en t ou r own children wan derin g , we 
hav e fou n d it difficu lt to accept others 
doin g so particu larly when for destru ctiv e 
mean s. 
If an y on e feels an y person al in ju stice 
has been committed towards them or 
there are an y fu rther accu sation s ag ain st 
my family , a person al v isit is su g g ested 
in stead of u se of the n ews media for a 
person al problem in v olv in g a small g rou p 
of people. That wou ld be the matu re an d 
sen sible way to “dev elop a harmon iou s 
relation ship with all y ou r n eig hbors.” Ou r 
door has n ev er been closed. If an y fu rther 
an imosity remain s between lon g -stan din g 
n eig hbors an d an oldtimer of the n eig h­ 
borhood, it won ’t be becau se we hav en ’t 
tried. So, when ready to pass ju dg men t on 
ou r frien dlin ess, remember the say in g , 
Gran t that I may n ot pass ju dg men t on 
my n eig hbor ‘till I’v e walked a mile in his 
moccasin .

marches on . In 19 66 a Federal cou rt of 
appeals, in its tu rn , throws ou t the 
commission ’s decision . Back to an other 
commission hearin g an d then back to 
cou rt ag ain with the fin al resu lt in 1968 
that two of the compan ies in v olv ed wou ld 
hav e to share their paten ts with others. 
In 19 59 the Sen ate in v estig ated the 
matter, an d for all we kn ow they ’re still 
at it. Two y ears later the Ju stic Depart­ 
men t join ed in the fu n by brin g in g crimi­ 
n al action charg in g Pfizer, Cy an amid an d 
Bristol with con spiracy to fix prices by 
misleadin g the Paten t Office. Squ ibb an d 
Upjohn were u n in dicted co-con spirators. 
Actin g with dispatch, Ju stice took case to 
trial a mere fiv e y ears later, an d the 
defen dan t corporation s were fou n d g u ilty 
on all cou n ts. Don ’t rejoice. Fou r y ears 
after that the con v iction s were rev ersed, 
an d three y ears after that in 1973, or 20 
y ears after the in v estig ation was started, 
all were re-tried, fou n d n ot g u ilty on all 
cou n ts an d dismissed. 
Mean while, more than 100 civ il su its 
were pilin g u p in the cou rts. Ev ery body 
was su in g , states, retailers, in div idu als, 
wholesalers. At len g th the compan ies 
offered to settle the mess for $100 million . 
Practically ev ery body accepted bu t Cali­ 
forn ia, Kan sas, Hawaii, Oreg on , Utah 
an d Washin g ton . The $15 million they 
wou ld hav e g otten u n der the settlemen t 
didn ’t seem to be en ou g h for them. 
They filed a class-action su it on behalf 
of themselv es, as in stitu tion al pu rchasers 
of these dru g s, an d their citizen s. Un der 
the ru les of the Federal cou rt sy stem,

which are desig n ed to make class-action 
su its as difficu lt as possible, the states 
had to sen d a letter in formin g ev ery 
hou sehold within their bou n daries of the 
su it. A qu arter of a million docu men ts 
had to be su bpoen aed an d stu died. 
Twen ty -thou san d pag es of prev iou s testi­ 
mon y had to be g on e ov er, bu t when it 
became certain that Ju dg e Lord wasn 't 
kiddin g , that he wasn 't g oin g to dismiss 
the su it on the g rou n ds that it was too 
difficu lt, the defen dan ts offered to settle 
for ju st short of $40 million . 
Now, u n der the su perv ision of Ju dg e 
Lord, Operation Mon ey Back beg an . The 
cou rt in ten ded to see that ev ery on e who 
was alleg edly ov ercharg ed • the com­ 
pan ies hav en ’t con fessed g u ilt to this day 
• wou ld actu ally hav e their dou g h re­ 
tu rn ed. 
To do this a compu ter compan y was 
hired, alon g with an adv ertisin g ag en cy , 
accou n tan ts, market researchers an d v ar­ 
iou s con su ltan ts. A sy stem had to be 
worked ou t to solicit, v alidate an d pay 
hu n dreds of thou san ds of claims. To do 
this, million s were n otified by mail that 
they mig ht hav e a claim, TV, radio an d 
n ewspapers don ated their facilities to 
ex plain what these pecu liar letters were 
abou t, an d by the time Operation Mon ey - 
Back was fin ished n early 9 00,000 people 
had in deed g otten their mon ey back. The 
total cost of the distribu tion barely ex ­ 
ceeded the in terest the mon ey earn ed 
while Operation Mon ey Back was bein g 
desig n ed an d ex ecu ted. 
Most ju dg es wou ldn ’t permit su ch a 
massiv e act of ju stice to take place in 
their cou rtrooms, bu t the case does il­ 
lu strate how civ il su its mig ht do what 
Ju stice Departmen t, Trade Commission 
an d Con g ress cou ldn ’t. It isn ’t g oin g to 
happen , thou g h. Ju dg e Lord can ’t hear all 
the cases. 


Bu t becau se mariju an a reform is still a 
con trov ersial issu e, few states are likely to 
decrimin alize mariju an a an d the Presi­ 
den t isn 't ex pected to make an y pron ou n ­ 
cemen t before the election . On ly eig ht 
states hav e dropped crimin al san ction s so' 
far. 
Footn ote: As hav e an estimated 29 
million of his fellow American s, Jack Ford 
has sampled mariju an a. There are an 
estimated 12 million reg u lar mariju an a 
u sers in America. Jack Ford said he fav ors 
decrimin alization bu t believ es the issu e 
shou ld be han dled on a local in stead of 
a n ation al lev el. He den ied, howev er, he 
promised Samber the Presiden t wou ld 
su pport decrimin alization as soon as 
more states elimin ate crimin al pen alties.

A n ew breakthrou g h in photov oltaic 
techn olog y con v erts the su n 's ray s direct­ 
ly in to electricity . W ith a con certed ef­ 
fort, this photov oltaic dev elopmen t cou ld 
prov ide cheap, practical su n power in 10 
y ears, ex perts claim. 
Un der this sy stem, solar power cou ld be 
g en erated rig ht in the homes an d bu ild­ 
in g s that u se it. This wou ld redu ce the 
n eed for the v ast u tility power g rid 
n etwork, with the tan g le of electric lin es 
that n ow crisscross America. 
It is precisely for this reason , solar 
su pporters su spect, that the g ov ern men t 
is down play in g solar research. The g ian t 
electric u tilities hav e tremen dou s politi­ 
cal in flu en ce. 
The solar div ision of the En erg y Re­ 
search an d Dev elopmen t Admin istration 
(ERDA) requ ested $300 million from the 
u pcomin g bu dg et. The ag en cy 's top brass 
whittled this down to $257 million before 
ev en su bmittin g it to the White Hou se. 
The Presiden t’s bu dg et office then a t­ 
tacked it with a meat cleav er, choppin g 
solar research down to $160 million . This 
was cou pled, accordin g to ou r sou rces, 
with a g ag order. 
The ag en cy has ev en refu sed to tell Sen . 
Hu bert Hu mphrey , D.-Min n ., a solar 
sy mpathizer, how the orig in al $300 mil­ 
lion requ est wou ld hav e been spen t. 
Hu mphrey wan ts to restore part of the 


solar bu dg et in hearin g s this week, bu t he 
can ’t ev en fin d ou t what research was cu t. 
In fact, on e hig h ERDA official, Don ald 
Beatty , has threaten ed to fire an y em­ 
ploy e who talks to Con g ress abou t solar 
en erg y . 
In con trast, fu n ds for dev elopin g n u cle­ 
ar en erg y con tin u e to flow as freely as the 
Nile, despite g rowin g ev iden ce that safety 
an d techn olog y problems may make n u ­ 
clear power u n feasible. 
The powerfu l u tilities, of cou rse, are 
pu shin g n u clear power which they can 
distribu te throu g h their ex istin g electric 
lin es an d sell to their cu stomers for the 
cu stomary g u aran teed profit. 
The Presiden t’s top en erg y aide, Glen 
Schleede, is an av id adv ocate of n u clear 
power. His pet project, the dev elopmen t 
of "n u clear parks” arou n d the n ation , has 
already been fu n ded for $10 million . 
Schleede also has an ally in the bu dg et 
office in the person of Hu g h Loweth, who 
han dles mu ch of the en erg y bu dg et. 
These back room operators, if they g et 
their way , may slow dev elopmen t of solar 
power by an estimated 15 y ears. 
Footn ote: An ERDA spokesman den ied 
that the ag en cy had withheld an y in ­ 
formation from Con g ress. He said that 
the orig in al $300 million requ est was “a 
wish" an d that the ag en cy n ev er ex pected 
to g et that kin d of mon ey for solar 
research. Beatty 's ou tbu rst, he said, was 
simply a reaction to the “childish" 
bickerin g that was g oin g on between 
ERDA an d Capitol Hill staffers.

(U PI) - Black golfer 
I>ee Klder will he returning to Augusta's presti­ 
gious—and generally white— Master* Tour­ 
nament next spring because of some solid golf 
and a staggering series of breaks, not the least 
of which was a bit of advice from his wife. 
Before Elder began the final 36-hole grind on 
the last day of the rain-delayed $200,000 Hous­ 
ton Open Golf Tournament, he was six strokes 
behidd the leaders and he called his wife for 
help. V 
“ Th^-eason 1 didn’t get tired out there today 
was because I didn't start smoking until late in 
the day." he said. "Rose told me I better not 
start too early." 
He took her advice until a morning round of 
five-under par 67 lifted him up the leader board 
into contention. 
‘‘Smoking seems to involve the circulation in 
my left leg, so I was lucky not to start too 
early,” he said. "I guess I have five or six all 
day. During those later holes though, it was too 
much not to smoke." 
As Elder remained somewhat calm, some­ 
thing he didn’t do during his first and only wave 
at the Masters in 1974, he added an aftemiKin 
69 by running in three birdie putts on the back 
nine to finish 10-under par and win the $40,000 
first prize. 
Forrest Fezler collected $22,800 for finishing 
a stroke back. 
Elder completed his two rounds more than an 
hour before the final threesome, and he seemed 
to think at that time his score wouldn't win. 
“ It’s very important because it would get me 
bark to the Masters." he said “ I don’t feel that 
the first time 1 adequately represented myself. 
The fact that I really would like to go back was 


really on my mind. I wanted to try it again." 
Elder. 42, and a fairly successful PGA pro in 
his eight years, was the first and only black ever 
to play at the invitation-only Masters. But 
because he won a 1974 tour event, he was 
automatically included in the field. He did not 
make the cut. 
It was at Doug Sanders’ insistence late last 
year that Elder even entered the Houston event. 
And there were other circumstances Sunday 
which made the gallery wonder whether Elder's 
shotmaking was not all he had going for him. 
Big rookie George Bums, who led as Elder 
came off the course, turned to steel on the 
greens and bogied four of the final seven holes 
to finish two strokes back. Non-winner Wally 
Armstrong, who led at eight-under par after 36 
holes, could do no better than par in on the final 
day to tie Bums for third place. 
Lee Trevino, on top of his game but not his 
putter, played consistently under par but failed 
to get a rally going and finished three strokes 
back in a tie with Miller Barber. 
Then there was the case of tournament 
favorite Hubert Green. His misfortune on the 
par-four second hole likely cost him thousands 
of dollars and possibly his fourth 1976 tour win. 
His drive caught a fairway bunker. He pushed 
his second shot into the woods and banged his 
third against a tree. Taking a penalty stroke, 
he then chipped into a bunker to the right of 
the green. Another sand shot, this one over the 
green and into another bunker. A third sand 
shot and two putts later added to a quad- 
ruplebogey nine. 
“ It took me 26 seconds to describe it but a 
hell of a lot longer to play it," Green said.

ALBANY. N.Y. (UPl) 
Gov Hugh Carev has proposed 
the creation of a consumer 
superagency, armed with sub­ 
poena powers, to represent the 
people of New York State. 
Carey unveiled a legislative 
package Saturday which 
would replace the current Con­ 
sumer Protection Board, 
which dries not have subpoena 
power, with a new Division of 
Consumer Advocacy. 
The new agency would not 
have authority to regulate 
business 
or 
industry, 
but 
Carev said it would use its 
powers to present the con­ 
sumer point of view in court 
proceedings and before other 
agencies. 


The governor's package also 
included bills which would al­ 
low advertising of prescription 
drugs and eyeglasses and re­ 
quire service stations to post 
the octane ratings of gasoline 
prominently. 
Other proposals would re­ 
quire stores to display their 
refund policies clearly and to 
print all notices regarding cus­ 
tomers' rights to dispute bill­ 
ing errors in both Spanish and 
English. 
Carey called the creation of 
the new consumer agency "an 
essential part of my program 
to streamline and democratize 
the government of New York 
State.”

A paper recycling plant in Napanoch 


has unlimited capabilities; tires are re- 
cycled in large numbers in Saugerties; 
tons of glass per month can be recycled 


by a nearby Massachusetts firm if local 
residents set up a collection point. 


These are all local endeavors aimed at 


solving local environmental and 
ecological problems and, at Sunday's fair, 
the emphasis was on using them as part 
of the solution to the need for resource 
recovery here. 


There was emphasis, too, on an en- 


vironmental science contest for area high 
school students. Taking first prize in the 
contest was Kingston High School stu- 
dent Russell Sachs with his display of the 
effects of acid rain on both fish and plant 
, life. Second prize went to the New Paltz 
High School Earth Committee for a cool- 
ing tower exhibit on which six student 
members had combined their efforts. 


Highly successful in the eyes of its 


sponsor, "The Environmental Spirit of 
'76" attracted a large number of people 
who were already interested in environ- 
mental concerns and a considerable 
number of others who were introduced to 
concern for the problems as a result of the 
fair, which enjoyed cooperation between 
governmental agencies and commissions, 
environmental institutions and civic or- 
ganizations, students and business firms.

Hitting The Welfare 


KINGSTON — The purpose of the trip 


is to discuss welfare reform. And sitting 
down for the discussion in Albany Tues- 
day along with Governor Hugh Carey will 
be Ulster County Legislature Chairman 
Peter J. Savago, Legislature majority 
leader Ernest J. Gardner and Com- 
missioner Bernhardt Kramer of the 
county's Department of Social Services. 


What will happen in Albany tomorrow 


is still a moot question. But Savago and 
Gardner, who jointly stated last week 
that "welfare reform has been at the top 


of our list of priorities for a long time," 
will push for what they consider "two 
significant resolutions dealing with much 
needed reform in welfare" at the next 
regular session of the County Legislature 
on May 13. 


The 
first 
resolution 
Savago 
and 


Gardner will co-sponsor calls upon the 
state to establish at state expense, a 
centralized data processing facility for all 
forms of welfare. Suggest the co-sponsors, 
"Such a system will provide a man- 
agement tool that will assist in the pre- 


vention of duplicate payments to vendors 
and/or recipients under any welfare cate- 
gory—Medicaid, Home Relief, Aid to 
Dependent Children and others." 


The second Savago-Gardner resolution 


to be introduced on the legislative floor 
this month would provide, in their opin- 
ion, "a firm financial position regarding 
welfare 
expenditures. 
The resolution 


urges the State Legislature to freeze 
the.county dollar contribution of social 
services programming by Ulster County 
at 1976 expenditure levels.

our 1977 budget—zero growth!" 


And, say the co-sponsors, "The resolu- 


tion also states that if the county is 
ordered by the courts to spend beyond our 
budget, that it will only be done by 
reducing or eliminating current optional 
services offered by the county." 


The resolution also calls upon the State 


Legislature to act upon the reforms sent 
to them by Ulster and other counties in 
a 12-point plan forwarded to Albany last 
fall. 


Savago and Gardner say they have put 


"massive efforts" into welfare reform, 
most of which have had disappointing 
results in the State Legislature. 


Those efforts had also involved "enabl- 


ing the county to take over the Home 
Relief program from the towns." 


That proposal was not adopted, say 


Savago and Gardner, because a survey of 
the towns—regarding their own prefer- 
ence and wishes—drew mixed_and in- 
conclusive results. They note that some 
Ulster County towns wanted the take 
over, others opposed it and another 
wanted the take over but with restric- 
tions. 


Savago and Gardner, again in a joint 


statement, place most of the burden for 
lack of welfare reform on Governor Carey 
and the Democratic leadership of the 
State Assembly—and on New York City 
representatives. 


"Unless New York City members of the 


Assembly Social Services Committee stop 
blocking efforts for significant welfare 
reform," insist Gardner and Savago, 
"they will have every county in New York 
State in default—and that's not far 
away!" , 


Now traveling the welfare route in 


earnest, the first stop for Savago and 
Gardner (and Kramer) will be in Albany 
with Governor Carey on Tuesday and 
back home with the County Legislature 
on May 13 to introduce their dual resolu- 
tions.

ESOPUS - Acting on "a 


complaint from a constituent 
concerning the administration 
of civil service in Ulster Coun- 
ty,"- says County JLegislature 
Minority Leader Louis M.

offered to assist Ulster's civil 
•service commission "in 
straightening out its prob- 
lem," but their offer was "nev- 
er accepted." 


Klein charged that the ad- 


ministration of the merit sys- 
tem by Ulster County govern- 
ment has been "bent, 
stretched and manipulated" 


More CETA Funds 
KINGSTON—Ulster Coun- 


ty has received notification of 
the fact that $905,725 in feder- 
al funds to keep more than 200 
people at work will be re- 
ceived. 


An announcement from Ul- 


ster County Legislature Chair- 
man Peter J. Savago said the 
Title II supplemental grants of 
the Comprehensive Em- 
ployment Training Act 
(CETA) were part of a $1.2 
billion approved by Congress 
and signed by President Ford. 


Robert C. "Josh" Randall, 


administrator of the county's 
Inter-governmental Man- 
agement 
Office, 
said 
the 


purpose of the funding is to 
forestall 
layoffs 
of current 


CETA participants and to ex- 
tend employment to the max- 
imum number of participants 
until Jan. 31, 1977. 


He emphasized that mo new 


positions will be created. Since 
August, 1974 the county has 
received more than SI million 
to maintain the CETA pro- 
gram, said Randall. 


The jobs include a wide 


range, general labor to para- 
professional positions, current- 
ly held throughout the city and 
county with emphasis on areas 
with high rates of unemploy- 
ment.

The Senate is expected to take 
up the bill as soon as it passes 
the House, and it could reach 
Ford by Tuesday or Wednes- 
day. 


The bill would reconstitute 


the FEC along lines required 
by the court, but it also would 
make other campaign law 
changes opposed by President 
Ford, who has hinted he may 
veto it. 


Even if Ford does sign, he 


must still name the com- 
missioners and they must be 
confirmed by the Senate and 
sworn in. All that could take 
another week. In addition, 
Thomas Curtis, the current 
FEC chairman, has said he 
may quit and Senate hearings 
on a replacement could delay 
restoration of the FEC another 
week.

Ford also mined for Hoosier 


votes to head off a potential 


ttriple-header Reagan win 
Tuesday in Alabama, Georgia 
and Indiana. 


On the Democratic side, 


Jimmy Carter also stumped in 
Indiana although his only ma- 
jor opponent there, Henry 
Jackson, withdrew Saturday 
as an active campaigner, 


Carter said he was surprised 


at the size of Reagan's win in 
Texas, and when asked which 
he would rather face in No- 
vember, he said "Whichever 
one is chosen ... I feel sure the 
Democrats can win with me at 
the head of the ticket." 


Ford flew to Ft. Wayne Sun- 


day afternoon for two ap- 
pearances and a television in- 
terview, and scheduled several 
appearances in Indianapolis 
Monday before flying on to 
Alabama. 


At the airport, Ford was 


asked to respond once again to 
Reagan's charges that the cur- 
rent negotiations with Panama 
would lead to a "giveaway" of 
U.S. control over the canal. 


In answer, Ford held up a 


transcript of remarks by Sen. 
Barry M. Goldwater, R-Ariz., 
during a Sunday television ap- 
pearance (NBC-TV's Meet the 
Press), and quoted Goldwater 
as saying, "I have to support 
Ford's position on it and I 
think Reagan would too if he 
knew more about it" 


Reagan is the favorite in 


Alabama and Georgia, while 
polls show Ford in front but 
Reagan gaining in Indiana. 


The District of Columbia is 


the fourth primary Tuesday — 
the first, but not the last, 
multiprimary day of the elec- 
tion year. There are 16 slated 
for May, wth six of them on 
the final Tuesday — May 26. 


Morris Udall, criss-crossing 


Connecticut, continued to de- 
scribe himself as the only 
viable alternative to Carter. 
He said he has a good chance, 
if his party will just avoid 
proclaiming a winner while the 
ballgarne is only half over. 


The Texas delegate selection 


got all the publicity over the 
weekend, but it wasn't the 
only delegate primary.

Newman, who moved Friday 
to grant most of the requests 
by Liddy, 45, serving up to 20 
years on conspiracy charges 
stemming from the Watergate 
break-in. 


The judge expanded the list 


of "privileged mail" at Dan- 
bury Federal Correctional 
Center to include letters from 
state court officials, prose- 
cutors, state governors and for- 
eign diplomatic officers. 


Privileged letters must be 


opened in the presence of the 
inmate. In the past, only 
lawyer-client letters and those 
from Congress and the federal 
courts qualified as privileged. 


Liddy is a former Dutchess 


County, assistant district at- 
torney who is considered the 
mastermind of the Watergate 
break-in.

Having read your latest news release in 


last week's Freeman, I wanted to respond 
without undue delay because of the earth- 
shattering importance of its content. 


First, I should like to thank you for the 


very definite compliment you paid me, by 
acknowledging to the general public your 
fear and concern over my continuing 
practice of exposing the heretofore un- 
reported considerations, of general in- 
terest to the citizens of Ulster County, 
which confront the county legislature. 


In this regard; I acknowledge your 


concerns, especially since you, perhaps 
more than any other member of the Ulster 
County Legislature, have every right to 
fear public awareness of your legislative 
contributions. Indeed, your well-deserved 
reputation within the legislature, I as one 
who constantly complains, but rarely 
contributes, is one which you would like 
to keep from the public at all costs. 


In June of last year, you even went so 


far as to sponsor legislation which would 
prohibit the public from speaking at 
legislative meetings unless they secured 
Mr. Savago's permission 48 hours in 
advance of the meeting, and even then 
preventing them from speaking on any 
subject other than resolutions appearing 
on the agenda that evening. Was your 
reason for sponsoring this resolution your 
fear that the public might question you 
in the presence of the press? 


Perhaps if the public enjoyed this right 


they might ask you how you could justify 
voting against the 1976 county budget 
and stating "I feel that additional cuts 
could have been made", in December of 
1975, and then voting to spend more than 


$6,000 additional monies on the New 
Paltz pool which had already cost our 
taxpayers almost $300,000, only two 
months later. Perhaps they might have 
inquired how you could vote to spend 
better than $300,000 on a swimming pool 
for New Paltz, but vote against a County 
Youth Board which would bring better 
than $100,000 in aid to Ulster County for 
youth activities at minimal expense to 
the county. The public might ask you how 
you could vote against raises for county 
employes in February of 1975, yet vote for 
raises for department heads in February 
of 1976. The public might ask you how 
you could favor laying off better than 100 
employes in November of last year at the 
same time cast the deciding vote against 
eliminating Mr. Cawein's unnecessary 
position, while assigning his function and 
staff to another less costly administrative 
source. 


While there are so many other glaring 


and unexplained inconsistencies in your 
legislative record, suffice it to say that 
your fear of. exposure will continue, as I 
have no intention whatever of changing 
my ways. 


1 therefore suggest that you walk the 


yellow line to determine your most expe- 
dient course of action. Surely, should you 
decide to resign from the committee, your 
absence will hardly be missed, if your 
contribution would parallel your legisla- 
tive performance so far. 


In the meantime, might I suggest that 


you perform your duties as chairman of 
the industrial development committee. 
Your failure to achieve any significant 
accomplishments as chairman of this 
most important committee, has done lit- 
tle to benefit Ulster County's floundering 
economy. Perhaps, you might consider 
resigning from that committee, as well; so 
that some long overdue relief might be 
afforded our citizens.

A Final Rebuttal 


Dear Editor: 


1 felt a final rebuttal to the Candlewood 


Assoc. letter of April 2 (to quote another 
reader, "very nasty"), was required in 
defense of my wife's character 
and 


statements made in her letter of March 
10. 


I would like to make one point clear as 


some people "highly resent" her accusing 
everyone in the Candlewood Est. area: 
that she was quite explicit in mentioning 
area—meaning any neighbors involved in 
and around the Candlewood area with 
unchained dogs and / or involved in deer 
slayings. There appears to be a lot of 
assumption on someone's part when 
statements like this area is not deer 
inhabitated. The name of the warden for 
the area is available at request, who urged 
a complaint to be issued and whom also 
stated if the dog is caught in the act is 
shot. If you find his statements "regret- 
table and highly repugnant," we're sorry 
as we don't make the laws; the Conserva- 
tion Dept. does. 


Another assumption was implied when 


mention of approaching you "directly 
about her conerns was in order." You 
didn't check far enough or you would 
have discovered that a "Candlewood" 
neighbor, owner of one responsible dog, 
was visited with no feeling of hostility. 
However, it would be unreasonable to 
expect numerous neighbors with un- 
chained dogs also be visited. 


A prominent and respected resident of 


Stone Ridge put it nicely, "if you like 
people, you keep your dogs at home." 
Although it can be appreciated, your love 
of your pets and their "regular visits to 
the vets," it's irrelevant. It gives no 
consideration to feces left on others' prop- 
erty and the fact we find it unwise to even 
leash our own pets because of the canine 
population. We have boarded animals in 
the past, and no one could have more love 
or patience with them. I personally wit- 
nessed one of these pets urinate on my 
child's riding toy while he stood by in 
disbelief. We have found, however, the 
apathetic attitude more irritating than 
the pets themselves. 


We realize the truth hurts sometimes 


arid if anything is "regrettable", it would 
be arriving in the neighborhood and 
trying to openly express without resent- 
ment, not just our feelings on the situ- 
ation, but many surrounding neighbors' 
who feel the same. Come on people, talk 
to your other neighbors! I would like to 
note that I have lived in this same 
neighborhood 10 years previous before 
Candlewood was built and do resent the 
fact certain "agreements" are made 
amongst a small group without any con- 


cern for the rest of the neighborhood. 


With a few exceptions, there has been 


an obvious lack of being made to feel 
welcome as "new" neighbors, which by a 
friendly visit, use to be the tradition. If 
these calls had been made it would have 
been mentioned for your better under- 
standing of our viewpoint, the destructive 
and costly acts of vandalism imposed on 
us long before the identity of the owners 
of the property was known; namely, signs 
ripped down, hemlocks destroyed by mo- 
torbikes with a belligerent comeback "is 
that what they are;" trees leveled by 
snowmobiles, and during construction, 
electric ripped out, bike tracks on fresh 
concrete and plugging of an air vent 
causing disposal problems. All this, after 
warnings from construction personnel. 
Also, we found it difficult to ask any 
questions of identity (to be sure respon- 
sible persons are approached) as-in one 
incident - the first words and answer was 
"it's none of your damn business" from 
an immature adolescent. And recently, 
tampering with government property, 
namely the mailbox for personal solic- 
itation of the Freeman containing views 
expressed 
in their editorial. Again, 


statements apply only to those few neigh- 
bors who revealed their identity with 
repeated attempts using their children. 
There has been little if any consideration 
for our private property. Seriously, these 
aren'4 the "conditions" you are asking 
neighbors to tolerate. 


However, after all the infringements on 


our privacy and personal property, none 
of your children have been turned away 
when their visit was for a friendly cause, 
selling etc. This is understood and ap- 
preciated. As we have always tried to 
prevent our own children wandering, we 
have found it difficult to accept others 
doing so particularly when for destructive 
means. 


If anyone feels any personal injustice 


has been committed towards them or 
there are any further accusations against 
my family, a personal visit is suggested 
instead of use of the news media for a 
personal problem involving a small group 
of people. That would be the mature and 
sensible way to "develop a harmonious 
relationship with all your neighbors." Our 
door has never been closed. If any further 
animosity remains between long-standing 
neighbors and an oldtimer of the neigh- 
borhood, it won't be because we haven't 
tried. So, when ready to pass judgment on 
our friendliness, remember the saying, 
Grant that I may not pass judgment on 
my neighbor 'till I've walked a mile in his 
moccasin.

"Taming of the shrew" 


Nicholas Von Hoffman 
A Dose of Justice 


WASHINGTON — "It is better," C. Wright Mills wrote, "to take 


one dime from each of 10 million people at the point of a corporation 
than $100,000 each from 10 banks at the point of a gun. It is also safer." 
The black sheet gang on the benches of the nation's courtrooms have 
generally ruled that it is too much trouble to stop big corporations from 
stealing nickels and dimes from large hordes of small customers. 


Manufacturers who collude to rig prices against their wholesalers 


have occasionally found that they have to pay the treble damages 
prescribed for such behavior under the Clayton Act. Judges-are most 
likely to be just when having to settle a quarrel between two 
corporations. But if a bunch of bakeries conspire to fix prices so that 
they can get a dime more per loaf from retail customers, the courts 
have generally ruled that the victims of this kind of theft can't get 
their money back, much less treble damages. The reason the judges 
proffer is that such cases are "unmanageable." If you steal from the 
rich you'll be punished, if you steal from the working people, you won't. 


Yet not every man or woman in a black sheet is lazy, alcoholic, 


ignorant or biased. Even with the most careful screening procedures 
a good judge slips onto the bench now and then, and that explains 
the presence of Federal Judge Miles W. Lord who supervised the 
repayment of almost $40 million to 885,000 people who, it was alleged, 
were overcharged by six drug companies for broad spectrum anti- 
biotics. There has never been a case like it and may never be again 
since Judge Lord's conduct leaves him vulnerable to removal on the 
grounds of gross competence and excessive fairness. 


In keeping with its tradition of interminable futility, the Federal 


Trade Commission opened this case in 1953 with an inquiry into the 
antibiotics industry. Five years later it had gotten its act sufficiently 
together to accuse a number of drug companies of a variety of anti- 
competitive naughtinesses. By 1961 an FTC hearing examiner ex- 
onerated the defendants. 


Ever mindful of the passage of time, 


two full years later the commission over- 
ruled its hearing examiner, deciding that 
some of the companies had played fast 
and loose with the Patent Office and that 
five of them had conspired to fix the price 
of the antibiotic tetracycline. Time 
marches on. In 1966 a Federal court of 
appeals, in its turn, throws out the 
commission's decision. Back to another 
commission hearing and then back to 
court again with the final result in 1968 
that two of the companies involved would 
have to share their patents with others. 


In 1959 the Senate investigated the 


matter, and for all we know they're still 
at it. Two years later the Justic Depart- 
ment joined in the fun by bringing crimi- 
nal action charging Pfizer, Cyanamid and 
Bristol with conspiracy to fix prices by 
misleading the Patent Office. Squibb and 
Upjohn were unindicted co-conspirators. 
Acting with dispatch, Justice took case to 
trial a mere five years later, and the 
defendant corporations were found guilty 
on all counts. Don't rejoice. Four years 
after that the convictions were reversed, 
and three years after that in 1973, or 20 
years after the investigation was started, 
all were re-tried, found not guilty on all 
counts and dismissed. 


Meanwhile, more than 100 civil suits 


were piling up in the courts. Everybody 
was suing, states, retailers, individuals, 
wholesalers. At length the companies 
offered to settle the mess for $100 million. 
Practically everybody accepted but Cali- 
fornia, Kansas, Hawaii, Oregon, Utah 
and Washington. The $15 million they 
would have gotten under ihe settlement 
didn't seem to be enough for them. 


They filed a class-action suit on behalf 


of themselves, as institutional purchasers 
of these drugs, and their citizens. Under 
the rules of the Federal court system, 


which are designed to make class-action 
suits as difficult as possible, the states 
had to send a letter informing every 
household within their boundaries of the 
suit. A quarter of a million documents 
had to be subpoenaed and studied. 
Twenty-thousand pages of previous testi- 
mony had to be gone over, but when it 
became certain that Judge Lord wasn't 
kidding, that he wasn't going to dismiss 
the suit on the grounds that it was too 
difficult, the defendants offered to settle 
for just short of $40 million. 


Now, under the supervision of Judge 


Lord, Operation MoneyBack began. The 
court intended to see that everyone who 
was allegedly overcharged - the com- 
panies haven't confessed guilt to this day 
- would actually have their dough re- 
turned. 


To do this a computer company was 


hired, along with an advertising agency, 
accountants, market researchers and var- 
ious consultants. A system had to be 
worked out to solicit, validate and pay 
hundreds of thousands of claims. To do 
this, millions were notified by mail that 
they might have a claim, TV, radio and 
newspapers donated their facilities to 
explain what these peculiar letters were 
about, and by the time Operation Money- 
Back was finished nearly 900,000 people 
had indeed gotten their money back. The 
total cost of the distribution barely ex- 
ceeded the interest the money earned 
while Operation MoneyBack was being 
designed and executed.

SOLAR SLOWDOWN: Solar experts 


believe recent breakthroughs make work- 
able solar energy possible in 10 years. Yet 
the government appears to be doing eve- 
rything in its power to slow the develop- 
ment of solar energy. 


A new breakthrough in photovoltaic 


technology converts the sun's rays direct- 
ly into electricity. With a concerted ef- 
fort, this photovoltaic development could 
provide cheap, practical sun power in 10 
years, experts claim. 


Under this system, solar power could be 


generated right in the homes and build- 
ings that use it. This would reduce the 
need for the vast utility power grid 
network, with the tangle of electric lines 
that now crisscross America. 


It is precisely for this reason, solar 


supporters suspect, that the government 
is downplaying solar research. The giant 
electric utilities have tremendous politi- 
cal influence. 


The solar division of the Energy Re- 


search and Development Administration 
(ERDA) requested $300 million from the 
upcoming budget. The agency's top brass 
whittled this down to $257 million before 
even submitting it to the White House. 


The President's budget office then at- 


tacked it with a meat cleaver, chopping 
solar research down to $160 million. This 
was coupled, according to our sources, 
with a gag order. 


The agency has even refused to tell Sen. 


Hubert Humphrey, D.-Minn., a solar 
sympathizer, how the original $300 mil- 
lion request would have been spent. 
Humphrey wants to restore part of the 


back charges. 


The U.S. attorney in Pittsburgh, Blair 


Griffith, fired off a telegram to us, deny- 
ing that Cerilli would be indicted. But we 
stuck to our guns.

Two hundred years ago, it was George 


against George., General Washington 
drank a toast to King George HI every 
night because he was under the misap- 
prehension that the Continental Army 
was fighting the British Parliament, not 
the king. 


George III drank a toast to no one, 


because he had gout. He was stout and • 
prissy at 22, a brightly plumaged toucan 
who reminded himself that he was king 
by firing ministers. 


He discharged William Pitt the Elder, 


his prime minister. George was a young 
frump who listened only to his mother, 
Princess Augusta of Saxe-Gotha. Over 
and over, she whispered, "Be a king, 
George." 


The king spent a lot of time at prayer 


because his private tutor taught him that 
God is vengeful. He reminded his Maker 
that, after all, he was a king and that they 
could converse on equal terms. 


Colonies were devised, George said, for 


the profit of the kingdom' and its 
merchants. Nothing more, nothing less.

stunned Kim. He demanded by what right 


John Adams, Benjamin Franklin and 
John Hancock dared to address him at 
all. 


Thirteen colonies with neither army nor 


navy - 2,500,000 ignorant upstarts - must 
be taught a lesson. George was told that 
the British Navy would seal American 
ports; a few regiments of Redcoats would 
burn a few towns and villages, and the 
protests would cease. 


Within six years, the mightiest nation 


lost a war to the weakest. The king began 
t6 have headaches. "I shall never rest my 
head on my last pillow in peace and 
quiet," he moaned, "as long as I re- 
member the loss of my American col- 
onies." 


He loved music', but his ears could no 


longer bear strings and flute in the palace. 
His Majesty couldn't endure his mother 
whispering, "Be a king, George." He 
became a compulsive talker. He even 
talked in his sleep. 


Queen Charlotte barred him from her 


bedchamber. The king lost more than 
Colonies. In fury, he grabbed his son, the 
Prince of Wales, and slammed his head 
against a palace wall. 


The people of London said the king was 


mad. He suffered hallucinations about 
being struck by lightning. He refused to 
leave home without studying the sky. 
Charlotte said she could bear anything 
except when her husband stood in the 
corridors and howled like a dog. 


He gave up prayer. His mouth shouted 


indecent words. George made sexual ad- 
vances to the young ladies at court. The 
palace physicians bled the king and 
forced him to drink purgative waters. 


Doctor R. Warren burned the king's 


forehead so that, he said, it might be 
blistered to draw off the poisons from the 
brain. Warren insisted that it would be 
good for George to spend a winter in an 
unheated room. In the spring he looked 
like something coming out ,of the snow 
pass at Shangri-la. 


His Majesty punched a doctor and 


emptied a chamber pot over his head. In 
1789, George had a remission in spite of 
his physicians. He seemed normal. How- 
ever, his sons plotted against him and 
aspired to the throne. The French Revolu- 
tion threatened His Majesty. 


He fought with Pitt the Younger over 


whether Irishmen should be allowed in 
Parliament. Between the ages of 22 and 
73, the only asset George had was 15 
children. 


In 1810, the king became a flasher. He 


walked the cold corridors of the palace in 
a long coat, playing a flute, opening the 
coat to his nudity when ladies-in-waiting 
passed. It hurt him deeply that they 
didn't appear to be shocked. 


He no longer shaved. His beak was red 


and bulbous At 74, George became blind, 
deaf and completely mad. His son, the 
Prince of Wales, was made Regent. 


George lived until 1820. He was 83. 


Long J>efore, his armies had surrendered 
to the cheeky colonists. In fact, King 
George received John Adams as the 
American ambassador to Great Britain. 


George III and George Washington 


could not foresee it, but someday the two 
nations would become great allies in two 
wars.

It Tanks But No Tanks Now 


An analyst for Radio Liber- 


ty, Nikolai Morozov, tells us 
that the Soviets no longer ex- 
pect to see any progress in the 
SALT II talks before the U.S. 
election in November. Instead, 
Leonid Brezhnev and the Sovi- 
et military establishment are 
now eager 
to talk about 


mutual force reductions along 
the borders in Eastern Europe. 


The Soviet proposition is, 


superficially considered, a 
magnanimous one. At the re- 
cent 25th Party Congress, 
Brezhnev said that he would 
agree to a reduction in the 
Soviet tank forces, which were 
once the pride and joy of the 
just deceased Defense Min- 
ister Andrei Gtechko, provided 
the NATO nations would re- 
ciprocate by cutting back ,on 
nuclear warheads, 
Pershing 


missile launchers and Phan- 
tom jets. Since NATO has 
been worried about the huge 
preponderance of Soviet armor 
in the Warsaw Pact nations 
(the 
Russians 
have 
some 


40,000 tanks), it would not be 
surprising to see Henry Kissin- 
ger bnap at the bait. 


If he does, he will be ignoring 


a significant change in 
Marshal Grechko's strategic 
and tactical thinking about 
tanks. In 1971, the Soviet De- 
fense Minister described tanks 
as "the main striking power of 
the ground forces." But in 
Grechko's most recent writings 
the tank had been "demoted." 


Knocked Out In Action 


In 1975, Grechko drew cer- 


tain conclusions 
from 
the 


Arab-Israeli war. He had noted 
that tanks had become ex- 
tremely vulnerable to a con- 
certed anti-tank defense ef- 
fort; 2,200 tanks were lost to 
the two sides in the short 
fighting in the Sinai desert. 
The US. TOW anti-tank mis- 
siles, which are now opera- 
tional in Europe, and the 
Soviet's cnvn armor-piercing 
missiles, had been so effective 
that the deputy director of the 
London Institute of Strategic 
Studies, Brigadier K. Hunt, 
remarked that "the balance 
has swung against the tank, 
which has dominated the bat- 


tlefield since World War n." 


Vyhat this could mean is 


that, insofar as Eastern Eu- 
rope is concerned, the 40,000 
Soviet tanks might just as well 
be 40,000 white elephants. 
(They can still have their very 
effective use when turned over 
to 
Cuban 
mercenaries 
in 


Africa.) 


So the Soviets, in proposing 


a tank cutback in exchange for 
a NATO willingness to reduce 
nuclear delivery systems and 
new types of Phantom jets, are 
in reality offering to trade 
nothing for something. 


If Kissinger knows the time 


of day, he will say to Brezhnev, 
"Thanks, old boy, for your 
latest insult to our in- 
telligence. But if you will de- 
stroy most of those 40,000 
tanks before you can send 
them to Zambia and Mozam- 
bique and Angola for use 
against South West Africa and 
Rhodesia, we might make a 
deal." 


On The Laser Beam 
Speaking 
of the vulner- 


ability of the tank, no defense 
expert 
in President Ford's 


White House or in Ronald 
Reagan's traveling brain trust 
seems to have drawn the rele- 
vant conclusion from a Drew 
Middleton story in the New 
York Times about the cheap- 
ness of manufacturing pre- 
cision guided weapons that use 
laser beams or radio frequen- 
cies to "home" on 
their 


targets.

such weapons can be mass- 
produced for as little as $1,000 
each.
